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Farewell  To  Mrs.  Leah  Susskind 

Mrs.  Leah  Susskind  joined  the  faculty 
of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Religious 
School  in  1958.  As  a  teacher,  it  was  her 
goal  to  instill  in  generations  of  students  a 
love  for  Israel,  for  Torah,  for  Tefillah,  for 
Mitzvot  and  for  our  heritage.  Each  one  of 
her  lessons  was  an  intellectual  experience. 

She  offered  her  students  an  in-depth 
grasp  of  early  Biblical  times,  events  and 
personalities  which  have  remained  with 
them.  A  lesson  on  Joseph  was  not  only 
filled  with  reverence  for  the  man,  but  also 
showed  him  to  be  human  and  humane, 
with  strengths  and  frailties,  typical  of 
man.  She  succeeded  in  relating  the  events 
and  the  actions  of  the  great  men  and 
women  of  Genesis  and  Exodus  to  the  lives 
of  her  students  living  in  the  1960s  and 
1970s.  The  patriarchs  became  personal 
friends,  whose  faith  held  their  descen¬ 
dants,  that  faith  which  has  kept  us  as  a 
People  throughout  the  ages. 

Mrs.  Suskind’s  love  and  knowledge  of 
the  Hebrew  language  provided  her  stu¬ 
dents  with  opportunities  to  study  classic 
texts  and  modern  literature,  in  Hebrew. 

Her  lessons  were  a  synthesis  of  the  love 
of  God,  the  Jewish  People  and  Israel.  Her 
approach  to  her  seventh  graders  was  that 
of  a  guide  to  research  students.  The  dis¬ 
cussions  were  open  and  free,  the  oppor¬ 
tunities  for  individual  study  and  research, 
unlimited. 

It  is  not  surprising,  knowing  of  Mrs. 
Susskind’s  love  of  Israel,  that  she  and  her 
family  are  now  translating  theory  into 
practice,  to  live  part  of  the  year  in  Israel. 

We  are  deeply  grateful  to  Mrs.  Susskind 
for  her  dedication  and  devotion  to  teach¬ 
ing  and  for  her  contribution  to  the  life 
of  our  school.  All  of  us  at  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue,  Rabbis,  Cantors,  Officers, 
Administration,  faculties,  parents  and 
Mrs.  Susskind:  Cont'd.  bottom  of  next  column.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  TO  THE  CONGREGATION 


My  Dear  Friends: 

Our  98th  Annual  Meeting  comes  at  an 
exciting  time  in  the  life  of  the  synagogue. 
To  the  men  and  women  inducted  into 
office  this  evening,  I  extend  our  good 
wishes  together  with  the  prayer  that  you 
will  do  justice  to  the  challenge  —  and 
seize  the  opportunity  to  render  service  to 
your  synagogue.  Our  synagogue  needs 
enthusiastic  and  generous  support  in 
every  generation. 


The  New  Building 


All  around  us  tonight  we  see  evidence 
of  the  new  building.  When  it  is  completed, 
it  will  offer  educational  facilities  of  a 
high  order.  It  should  be  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  religious  schools  in  this  city,  and 
one  of  the  best. 

Our  immediate  task  is  to  finish  the 
building  and  to  furnish  it.  For  all  this,  we 
need  your  support  and  we  need  it  NOW. 
The  cost  of  everything  we  buy  is  grossly 
inflated.  We  have  no  recourse  but  to  go  to 
the  people  who  make  up  this  congregation 
and  tell  our  story  with  utter  frankness  and 
ask  you  to  do  your  share. 

In  the  past,  this  congregation  has  been 
generous.  It  has  never  been  fainthearted.

Help  From  Good  Friends 
And  Neighbors 


While  the  workmen  and  the  noise  and 
deliveries  created  operating  problems,  it 
was  also  a  year  of  great  joy.  Friends  arose 
on  all  sides.  The  Liederkranz  Club,  our 
neighbor  at  6  East  87  St.,  made  some  of 
its  facilities  available  for  our  religious 
school  classes.  The  Liederkranz  Club  re¬ 
fused  compensation  and  cooperated  at 
every  turn.  We  are  fortunate  indeed  to 
have  such  good  neighbors. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Flora  Haas  Foun¬ 
dation  generously  provided  a  $15,000  grant 
for  scholarship  funds  for  needy  Jewish 
students  enrolled  in  the  Religious  School. 

The  Fund  for  Jewish  Education  a- 
warded  three  grants  to  the  High  School 
Department  to  enable  the  High  School  to 


embark  on  several  new  programs  of  edu¬ 
cational  interest. 

We  were  enriched  by  a  magnificent 
gift  for  the  Religious  School  in  memory 
of  Joseph  and  Ceil  Mazer,  two  devoted 
members  of  our  congregation.  The  Execu¬ 
tors  of  their  Estates,  William  Mazer  and 
Daniel  G.  Ross,  both  of  whom  are  friends 
of  longstanding,  authorized  a  grant  of 
$333,000  for  the  new  building.  Our  Board 
of  Directors,  in  recognition  of  the  devotion 
of  Joseph  and  Ceil  Mazer  to  the  synagogue 
and  the  cause  of  Jewish  education,  voted 
unanimously  to  provide  a  formal  name 
for  the  Religious  School,  “The  Mazer 
School  of  Religious  Studies.” 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Lemberg,  who 
have  been  pillars  of  this  congregation  and 
many  other  worthy  causes,  added  to  an 
already  generous  gift  so  that  a  magnificent 
new  Hall  of  Worship  could  be  added  to  the 
existing  Lemberg  Auditorium. 

And,  finally,  our  President,  Abraham  I. 
Sherr,  joined  with  a  generous  gift  for  the 
new  building  and  arranged  to  have  the 
Sherr  family  name  forever  associated  with 
our  Institute  of  Adult  Jewish  Studies. 

All  of  these  gifts,  and  many  others, 
will  be  listed  in  the  Dedication  Ceremony 
Brochure,  but  I  thought  these  special  ben¬ 
efactions  were  worthy  of  special  mention 
tonight.  I  ask  each  of  you  to  join  us  in  the 
cause.  If  you  have  not  yet  given,  please  do 
so  now.  If  you  have  already  given,  please 
consider  the  possibility  of  a  larger  gift. 

Ongoing  Synagogue  Activities 

Against  this  background  of  challenge 
and  achievement,  the  work  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue,  the  Religious  School,  the  Arms  and 
the  Adult  Education  program,  continue 
from  day  to  day  and  week  to  week. 

Membership,  at  977,  was  at  the  highest 
point  in  the  history  of  the  synagogue. 
There  remain  unassigned  only  a  handful 
of  seats  in  the  Sanctuary,  the  Mezzanine 
and  the  Balcony. 

The  new  Hall  of  Worship  will  add  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  good  seats  to  the  capacity 
of  the  Lemberg  Auditorium  and  there 
will  be  improvement  in  comfort  and  sight 
and  sound,  with  a  fine  new  Bimah  and  an 
improved  sound  system  to  enhance  the 
beauty  of  the  services  on  the  High  Holy 
Days.  These  new  seats  will  enable  us  to 
accept  additional  members. 

Our  summer  services  last  year  attracted 
good  attendance.  Sabbath  morning  ser¬ 
vices  were  sparked  during  the  summer 
with  a  series  of  thoughtful  sermons  by 
Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler,  a  Kiddush  each 
Sabbath  morning  and  study  in  the  after¬ 
noon  on  a  text  taken  from  “The  Ethics 
Of  The  Fathers.” 

The  Tisha  B’Av  Service  on  Wednesday 
evening,  August  1 ,  was  attended  by  almost 
200  congregants  and  was  one  of  the  most 


moving  services  of  the  liturgical  year. 

The  joy  of  Simhat  Torah,  and  the 
honoring  of  Rosalie  Friedman,  Nathan  B. 
Kogan,  and  Frank  Moroze,  were  tempered 
by  the  death  of  Hazzan  David  J.  Putterman 
on  October  10  after  a  short  illness.  The 
congregation  gathered  in  the  Sanctuary  to 
bid  a  sad  and  fond  farewell  to  our  Hazzan 
Emeritus  and  express  its  deep  sense  of  loss. 

The  special  Friday  Evening  Service  for 
Contemporary  Liturgical  Music  continued 
to  be  a  high  point  in  the  synagogue  cal¬ 
endar.  This  year,  it  was  again  sponsored  by 
Mr.  Nathan  Cummings  in  memory  of  his 
wife,  Ruth  Kellert  Cummings.  The  special 
music  services  conducted  by  Cantor 
Lefkowitz  with  the  assistance  of  Professor 
Abraham  Kaplan,  the  synagogue  choir  and 
Neil  Robinson,  at  the  organ,  continues  to 
attract  favorable  comments  for  the  beauty 
and  quality  of  the  music. 

The  Minyan  project  functioned  depend¬ 
ably  each  day  and  the  programs  instituted 
for  single  persons  and  the  Single  Parents 
Workshop  remained  focal  points  of  com¬ 
munity  interest. 

During  the  year  we  absorbed  into  the 
fabric  of  the  synagogue  staff  a  talented 
teacher  and  Assistant  Cantor,  Mr.  Mark 
Kushner,  and  his  charming  wife,  Lori. 

We  were  also  fortunate  to  find  Jack 
Ostrovsky  for  the  post  of  Executive 
Director.  Mr.  Ostrovsky  enjoyed  a  distin¬ 
guished  career  as  a  chaplain  in  the  armed 
forces  and  only  recently  retired  with  the 
rank  of  Colonel.  He  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  and  is  knowl¬ 
edgeable  in  synagogue  practices.  Jack 
Ostrovsky  brings  a  unique  combination 
of  experience  to  our  synagogue  and 
we  extend  to  him  our  heartfelt  wishes 
for  achievement  and  satisfaction  in  his 
new  role.

...The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  High 
School  Faculty  has  a  unique  philosophy 
which  creates  an  ideal  atmosphere  be  it 
in  the  classroom,  on  a  weekend  retreat, 
or  on  a  summer  trip.  This  philosophy 
ties  religious  identification  to  social  and 
cultural  awareness.  Judaism,  to  them,  and 
to  us,  is  more  than  simply  a  set  of  biblical 
laws  and  observances.  Judaism  becomes  a 
total  experience  with  much  relevance  to 
our  daily  lives.  It  generates  an  omnipresent 
feeling  that  plays  a  significant  role  in  my 
life  and  in  the  lives  of  my  fellow  graduates. 
It  is  exactly  this  emotional  tie  which  brings 
the  12  of  us  here  today,  for  parental 
pressure  is  almost  non-existant.  We  attend 
the  High  School  for  a  variety  of  reasons 
but  what  unites  us,  above  all  else,  is  the 
feeling  of  identification,  identification 
with  a  religious  heritage  of  which  we  are 
all  proud. 

The  two  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
sponsored  summer  trips  on  which  I  have 
travelled  —  1977  to  Israel,  1978  to  Egypt, 
Jordan  and  Israel— have  left  a  truly  lasting 
impression  on  me  and  my  peers,  for  pre¬ 
cisely  the  above  mentioned  reasons  .  .  . 

I  am  a  Jew  and  I  am  proud  of  that  fact.

Two  Graduates  — 

. .  .The  reasons  I  have  enjoyed  the  syn¬ 
agogue  high  school  is  that  this  school  has 
fulfilled  and  overcome  the  shortcomings 
and  the  pitfalls  of  my  secular  education. 
I  remember  when  I  first  joined  the  syna¬ 
gogue  high  school,  I  was  surprised  to  learn 
that  there  were  courses  offered  on  a 
myriad  of  different  topics,  and  that  one 
signed  up  only  for  those  courses  which 
interested  him/her.  As  for  myself,  I  chose 
to  pursue  courses  which  dealt  mostly  in 
the  areas  of  history,  politics,  and  the 
Middle  East.  The  material  I  learned  in 
these  classrooms  often  interested  me  far 
more  than  the  facts  that  I  acquired  at  my 
secular  school.  There  was  always  room 
and  time  for  spontaneous  student  debate 
on  controversial  moral,  social,  and  political 
issues.  The  teachers  continually  stressed 
the  importance  of  presenting  and  exposing 
all  the  facts  on  both  sides  of  an  issue, 
allowing  the  students  to  form  their  own 
conclusions  and  opinions.  If,  perchance, 
a  particular  student  had  an  interest  not 
covered  by  a  specific  course,  he  or  she 
could  always  locate  a  teacher  willing  to 
aid  him  or  her  in  pursuing  that  interest. 

This  last  point  is  indicative  of  the 
quality  of  the  faculty  at  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue.  To  say  the  least,  each  member 
is  unique.  Each  one  involves  his  own  per¬ 
sonality  and  adds  his  own  flavor  to  the 
courses  he  teaches.  Furthermore  they 
portray  a  concern  for  all  their  students, 
not  just  a  select  few.  This  concern  did 
not  cease  to  exist  outside  the  classroom, 
rather  it  was  further  developed  through 
retreats  to  various  country  sites.  These 
activities  led  me  to  regard  the  faculty 
not  only  as  teachers,  but  also,  and  more 
importantly,  as  friends  .  .  . 

If  there  is  any  principle  I  will  carry 
away  with  me  today  as  the  result  of  my 
experience  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  it 
is  that  education  should  be  pursued  as  a 
result  of  a  desire  to  learn,  rather  than  a 
desire  to  obtain  material  benefits.
